1. We are extremely grateful to and the Security Office for 

giving us an extraordinarily expeditious approval to employ three persons as 
drill masters in French, thereby permitting us to serve the FE strays whose 
need for French did not appear in time to participate in our scheduled inten- 
sive class. Also, this will permit us to return to FE earlier than planned 
the staff employee who generously was detailed here to help us get started. 


2. Arrangements with the FSI have been completed for a special class in 
intensive Portuguese for four persons in WH, This was second choice to our 
preference to conduct the course ourselves which we desired to do because (l) 

in general, experience has demonstrated that our system produces a better course ^FiXIASs 
than other government schools, (2) we need to develop a course for futur^use, 
and (3) we desired to avoid impinging upon the time the FSI is giving BHHl 
in individual training. This second choice was selected when more than a 
month's activity, involving contacts with around fifty persons, failed to lo- 
cate a suitable person to serve as a native speaker drill Faster. 

3. The full-time French for strays whose needs and availability developed 
unseasonably (2 weeks after the scheduled course began) started on 4 November. 

The six "sure" students abruptly became four on opening day. Not more than one 
of these will complete the course. Decision to conduct it ourselves followed con- 
sideration of several alternatives. Initiation on this date was possible through 
arrangements made with a generous and cooperative FE/4 who is lending us a native 
speaker staff employee full-time for one week and half-time thereafter until we 
are able to employ the staff employees' wives. 

4. The School's Area Advisory Committee is planning a two-day conference on 

area training designed for CIA. We intend to evaluate the activities of the past 
two years and to develop essential perspectives in relation to DDF needs to affect 
planning and programming for the future. In effect, in concentrated form and with 
direct voice from DDP, this is part of the Committee's continuing appraisal and 
reevaluation activity. All faculty with primary or collateral concern for area 25X1A6a 
training will participate. Several senior DDP officers will be invited to par- 
ti he two most important of five sessions. The conference will be held
